In fact, he is, if possible, more popular 
on his new route thin he was with m. Success 
to him, any and everywhere, fjr he deserves it. 

With such agreeable companions as Woodall, 
and An. Thompson and Madeira, the express 
and mail agents, accomplished fellows all, we 
forgot the horrors of a four hours' ride, of a 
bolted railroad breakfast, a half night's rest, and 
rise in the morning at five. 

This railroad is now doing a go.>J business, 
and is and will be of immense advantage to th« 
community, business and traveling. We under- 
stand tliis company has leaded the Maysville 
and Lexington road, which reaches to Paris, and 
intend to widen the guage so as to correspond 
witli their guage, and enable them to run through 
to Lexington without break. This done, con- 
nection is complete. As it is now, passengers 
can start from Cincinnati in the morning and 
reach Louisville by Tj^ P. M. the same day, and 
we trust that arrangements may be made, so that

Arrisox Convicted of Murder. — Our despatch 
from Cincinnati ends in stating that Arrisor, 
the infernal machine criminal, had been found 
guilty of manslaughter. It was murder. The 
Gazette furnishes us with the following account 
of rendition of tho verdict: 

The Jury having retired to their room for 
coaiultation, agreed on their verdict, we learn, 
in less than an hour. The Court having ad- 
journed until six o'clock, they could not make 
known their important budget. A large audi- 
ence, on the doors being opened, filled the am- 
phitheatre of seats, and a number of ladies re- 
paired to those they had occupie 1 during the 
trial. The Sheriff's officers soon brought in the 
prisoner, who afier receiving the cordial hand- 
shaking by part of his counsel, Judge Key and 
Mr. Dickson, was placed on the prisoner's seat, 
to the left of the court, when the Clerk demand- 
ed of the jury their verdict, which proved to be 
•Guilty o] Murder in the first degree, as charged 
in the indictment." Judge Key desired that the 
jury should be polled, each of whom rose and 
acknowledged severally the vcrdictgread, to be 
his verdict. 

During this whole scene, while the ladies 
and the stern Judge were moved to tears, the 
prisoner betrayed not the least motion. 

When the clerk read aloud the verdict of 
"Guilty," some one in the audience cried out, 
"that's right." Thesheriff's officer immediate- 
ly called Lira to order. 

Judge Kev. one of the counsel of the prisoner, 
made a motion for a new trial, and in the arrest 
of judgment. Theentry wasmade on the jour- 
nal, and the prisoner remanded to his lonesome 
dungeon. 

TLe court goes out of existence this month, 
and the motion, perhaps, will be heard to-day. 
As there is little hope of it being allowed, the 
sentence, no doubt, will be pronounced to-day.

The)Noiseop Opening Battle.— The Crimea 

correspondent of the London Herald writes as 
follows, of the awful cannonade that was the 
grarid prelude to the carnage on the 5th of No- 
vember: 

The instant the cannonade began, and the 
first emotions of utter astonishment and surprise 
were passed, the 55th packet kept close under 
the earth-work of the battery, and the shot flew 
over them, doiug but little injury. The enemy 
had, some way or other, managed to get up their 
guns during the night, but having to point them 
in the dark and fog, took but a blind aim; yet, 
nevertheless, their shot and shells flew in all di- 
rections for the space of nearly ,twenty minutes, 
while the cannonade in the rear of the line at 
Balaklava was also redoubled, so that it seemed 
impossible to say which would prove the true 
and which the feint attack, or whether they were 
both trueor both feints. The latter opinion was 
adopted by many who said that the enemy would 
never dare attack us in our entrenchments, but 
rather distract our attention while a sortie was 
made from the town upon the trenches. As if 
to confirm this surmise, the instant the cannon- 
ade in the rear recommenced, all forts, redoubts 
and batteries round Sebastopol opened with a 
tremendous roar, which seemed to shake the 
earth. 

The scene at this moment was awful. The 
whole camp, except to the sea, seemed encircled 
by fire, as flash after flash lit up the foggy air 
in all directions. The uproar was perfectly dea- 
fening, for our batteries began to replv, and 
both sides firing shells increased the din two- 
fold. The shower of these terrible explosives, 
which rained into the camp like hail, baffles de- 
scription. No place was safe from them. They 
killed men ana tore the tents to pieces on places 
which we had hitherto considered as utterly out 
of range. Every minute or so you were compelled 
to throw yourseli upon your face as the terrible 
raissle came roaring through the air, and pitch- 
ing within a few yards, sent its fragments hum- 
ming over the spot where you crouched close to 
to the earth. For about ten minutes the stun- 
ning noise, confusion and incessant bursting of 
shell made the place seem perfectly unearthly. 
The horror of tlie scene was increased by the 
obscurity of the morning. It was notsix o'clock, 
the darkness and fog were still thick, and 
through the heavv air the broad red flashes of 
the guns and their tremendous reports seemed 
ten times louder than ever. For all that could 
be seen or told to the contrary, the Russian bat- 
teries seemed within fifty yards of you on all 
sides. Of course the troops remained under 
arms, but o)id not attempt to move; every one 
knew that before the real attack commenced the 
artillery would cease and the sharp cracking 
fire of musketry begin. Until that was heard,, 
there was no knowing on which of the three 
points the enemy intended to advance. The 
report of the muskets was therefore anxiously 
listened for, and itsoon washeard. 

CColonel Doniphan delivered an excellent 
speech in the court house on Monday last in ref- 
erence to Kansas affairs, taking ground that the 
principles of the Kausas bill, being essentially 
just and republican, and according to the theory 
of American doctrines, must finally meet the 
concurrence of the American people, notwith- 
standing the outcry raised against them in cer- 
tain quarters. Col. D. urged upon the people to 
take all legal and constitutional steps to pre- 
vent Kansas from becoming an Abolition den, 
but persuaded them, in most eloquent and argu- 
mentative language, as ihev valued their peace, 
their lives, their homes, their property, and their 
all, to go to the scene of the contest — to Kansas — 
and there to identify themselves as citizens and 
prevent such an unfortunate result. He prayed, 
inmost glowing colors, the sad effect of throw- 
ing around us .such a population as were wil- 
ling to be "shipped from the East like cattle," 
in order to make Kansas a free State. The meet- 
ing at the court house was large and enthusias- 
tic, and a spirit was evinced which, if met by 
the surrounding counties, will overwhelm the 
Abolition cohorts in Kansas. The people of 
Missouri never will suffer such a nuisance as 
Kansas would become, if left to the Abolition 
party. — Liberty (Mo.) Tribune. 

A Cask ok Conscience. — The accuracy of the 
following we can vouch for. Yesterday after- 
uoon a respectably dressed man entered McAr- 
thur's confectionary store, and apparently in 
some agitation, walked up and down the store 
for a few moments. At length, taking a small

beside llim, andaftersome conversation succeed- 
ed in administering to him chloroform until he 
became insensible. He then cut the buttons off 
his overcoat, and extracted from his side-pocket 
a pack of bills amounting to $5,160. Not con- 
tent with this, he took from the pantaloons 
pocket the Colonel's wallet, containing about 
$1,000 and made good his escape. At the last 
account, Col. B. had not recovered from the ef- 
fects of the chloroform. 



Displacing the Heart in a Living Body.— O 
the 3d of the present month, Mr. Alphonzo Bick 
ford, of Palmyra, Maine, had his chest tapped, 
and the almost incredible amount of nine pints 
of fluid, in all its characteristics resembling pus, 
taken therefrom! The operation was performed 
by Dr. J. C. Manson, of Pittsfield, advised and 
assisted by Dr. Benson, of Newport. The fluid 
was situated in the left side of the chest, and 
consequently the heart very much displaced; so 
much so, that it could be distinctly felt beating 
two inches upon the right of the sternum or me- 
dium line of the body. 

It however gradually receded during the ope- 
ration, and after the entire evacuation, was found 
beating in nearly its natural position. The pa- 
tient immediately began to amend, and is at pre- 
sent doing well. His case has for some time past 
been considered hopeless, but there is now a 
prospect of his recovery.

cake" to be brought on the editorial table of tha 
Greencastle Banner. Patrick "took it" and ex- 
claimed:

Boston, Dec. 18. 
Samuel O'Mead. a well known broker of this 
city, failed to-day. 



Mr. Sumner offered a resolution that the com- 
mittee on conference be instructed to inquire 
whether any further legislation is necessary to 
protect the fishery interest, especially by amend- 
ing the system of licensing and altering the 
terms of bounty in bank and cod fisheries, and 
extending this bounty to mackerel fisheries. 
The pension appropriation bill was resumed. 
Mr. Fessenden moved amendments in which 
to place widows of officers in the navy on the 
same footing with those of army officers. 

Messrs. Hunter, Toombs, and Stewart opposed 
the bill. 

Messrs. Brown, Weller, and Chase advocated 
the measure as just in itself, which ought to de- 
feat technical points of order. 

The amendment was defeated and the bill 
passed. 

The Senate again went into committee and 
took up the bill to prohibit the circulation of 
small notes in the District of Columbia, which 
was passed. 

The bill authorizing the extension of the Me- 
tropolitan Railroad into Washington and George- 
town, and the bill authorizing the discharge of 
the debt of the District Penitentiary was order- 
ed to be reported and passed. 

House. — Gen. Whitfield, the delegate from 
Kanzas, was announced and took the oath to 
support the constitution. 

fhe House passed bills granting additional 
powers to the corporation of Washington; in- 
creasing the compensation of auxiliary guard; 
and incorporating the Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company of the District of Columbia; and au- 
thorizing the Gas Light Company to increase its 
capital. 

Mr. Fuller moved that the committee on com- 
merce be instructed to inquire if anv further 
legislation was requirsd for better defining the 
rights of citizens of the U. S. in ships, vessels, 
or other property owned by them, of the citizens 
and subjects of other foreign countries under 
certain circumstances, to report by bill or other- 
wise. 

Washington, Thursday, Dec. 31. 

Senate. — Mr. Seidell reported a petition in fa- 
vor of Americans abroad being privileged to 
worship, marry, and bury their dead according 
to the dictates of their own conscience. 

Mr. Stewart presented a bill for the improve- 
ment of Lake harbors; referred to the committee 
on commerce. 

Mr. Foot introduced a bill for finishing the 
break water on Lake Champlain, and said that 
but $19,000 was necessary to finish what the 
Government had commenced; that Lake Cham- 
plain lies between New York and Vermont and 
extends into Canada; the political as well as the 
commercial importance was great; that the con- 
stitutional objections urged against other bills 
do not apply to this; and that, in the event of 
war, it would be indispensably necessary that 
the works should be completed. 

Referred to the committee on commerce. 

Mr. Broadhead's bill to establish a court for 
the investigation of private claims was taken 
up. 

Mr. Fuller moved to amend by striking out 
"coirfand inserting "board, "and argued iu i s 
favor to a considerable length . 

The amendment was lost — yeas 16, nays 24, 
and the bill passed. 

Mr. Sumner offered a resolution that the com- 
mittee on foreign affairs be directed to consider 
the expediency of tending the mediation of the 
United States to the foreign powers now at war, 
in hope of withdrawing the existing controver- 
sy between them, so that the blessings of peace 
may agtin be secured to the people of those 
nations, also to the general commerce of the 
world. 

Mr. Rusk moved to let it lie over. 

Mr. Slidell moved that the committee on com- 
merce be instructed to sec what legislation was 
necessary to prevent conflict between the laws 
of the several S'atcsin reference to pilotage. 

Mr. Badger moved that the Senate meet to- 
morrow and then adjourn to Tuesday. 

Mr. Dawson presented from the Governor of 
Georgia ajoint resolution from the Legislature of 
that State for the establishment of a navy yard 
at Brunswick. 

Mr. Jones, of Tenn., offered a resolution, 
which was passed, making inquiry of the P. M. 
General if contracts had been made for carrying 
tliemail from Cairo t} New Orleans, and if not, 
why? 

After which the Senate adjourned. 

House. — The Speaker laid before the House a 
message from the President, communicating the 
correspondence between the Secretary of State 
and the government of the Netherlands relative 
to Capt. Gibson's case, which was referred to 
the committee on foreign relations. 

Mr. Orr expressed a hope that the committee 
would give this subject their earnest and most 
considerate attention. It seems the diplomatic 
efforts of the government to adjust this matter 
have failed, and he trusted that the committee 
would report at an early day. 

On motion of Mr. Stanton, from Tennessee, 
the committee on judiciary were instructed to 
inquire whether further legislation was necessa- 
ry for the protection of officers of the United 
States and other persons engaged in the execu- 
tion of the laws thereof, aud report by bill cr 
otherwise. 

Mr. Mason introduced a bill for tho comple 
tion of certain public works heretofore com- 
menced in Wisconsin — referred. 

Mr. Zollicofferintroduced a bill regulating ths 
right of sufferage in the territories of the United 
States, which was referred to the committee on 
territories. 

The bill authorizing the corporation of 
Georgetown to impose a special tax to meet the 
subscription to the Metropolitan road and light 
the city was considered; the question on its pas- 
sage was pending, when the House adjourned. 

Philadelphia, Dee. 21. 

New Orleans papers of Friday are received. 

The Postmaster General refuses to allow a set- 
tlement of the difficulty with the South Caro- 
lina railroad by means of sub-contracts. A dis- 
patch has been received at Columbia, from the 
assistant Postmaster General , which directs th»t 
contracts be made for wagon service from the 
1st of January to the 30th of June to supply the 
mails to offices now supplied bv the railroad.— 
In compliance with this, the "great Southern 
mail will be carried from the terminus of tho 
Wilmington and Manchester railroad via Colum- 
bia to Augusta, Ga., daily, in a two-horsej wag- 
on. The horse service will cost more than the 
railroad demands. 

The Union contains the official announceroen t 
of the appointment of Mark W. Izard as Gov- 
ernor of Nebraska. 

Lkbanox, N. H., Dec. 20. 

The engine on the White river junction rail- 
road exploded this morning and was blown to 
atoms. S. G. Moore, engineer, and David 
Warni, firemen, were badly injured. The ex- 
plosion shook the buildings for half a mile 
around. 

BosToy. Dec. 20. 

At 8 o'clock this moraine the mercury stood 
at 8 degrees above zero; at Portland it was 1 de- 
gree below; and Calais, or Eastport, it was 5 
degrees below, at Bangor 17 degrees below; 
much the coldest morning of the «ea«on 



Philadelphia, Dec. 21 . 
In the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania to-day 
Judge Black delivered his opinion in the case 
ofVonSwarton vs. the Commonwealth, for er- 
ror, from Allegheny county. The case was a 
summary conviction for selling spirituous li- 
quors on the Sabbath, and a penalty of $50 had 
been imposed by Alderman. The defendant 
claimed the right of trial by jury, and denied 
the jurisdiction of Alderman. Judge Black af- 
firmed the judgment of the magistrate, and in 
explanation of the law, said cases like this were 
not suits at common law, but criminal proceedings 
under a special act. The same judgment was 
rendered by the court in several other similar 
cases. Judge Lewisjdissented and argued against 
the whole principle of summary convictions. He 
held that trial by jury was desigued for public 
security and all summary convictions were an 
invasion of its provisions. To authorise a jus- 
tice to impose a fine of $50 and to imprison for 
nonpayment, with no appeal to a jury ,' was an 
effectual and plain abolition of trial 6y jury, a 
right which it was the privilege of every "cit- 
izen to claim. 

New York, Dec 20. 

The following additional buildings were 
burned: Cheshire's glass depot, Wray's wine 
and fruit store, Coster's vermin exterminator de- 
pot, aud others. The assembly rooms were 
leased to Geo. Miller. Five firemen were killed 
by the falling of the walls. A policeman nam- 
ed McVayand Mothers were seriously injured. 

Second Dispatch. — Only one life is known to 
be lost, but, as the fallen walls have not been 
cleared away, possibly others may be under. — 
The loss is variously estimated up as high as 
$1,000,000, but the more careful estimate and be- 
lieve it will not exceed, $180,000. 

New York, Dec. 19. 

This is the coldest day we have had this sea- 
son. At noon, notwithstanding the sun shines 
bright and clear, the thermometer was only 18 
degrees above zero. 

In Philadelphia at an early hour to-day; the 
mercury had descended as low as 5 above zero. 

An immense audience attended the lecture of 
Col. Benton last evening. The Academy of 
Music was completely packed, and hundreds 
were unable to get iu. It is estimated that at 
least 7,000 persons were in the building, and 
their reception of the lecturer was most enthu- 
siastic. Amongst those on the platform were 
Gen. Scott, Hon. Geo. Bancroft, Mayor Wester- 
vclt, John Van Buren, and many others of our 
most distinguishel citizens. 
In view of the great distress at present prevailing 
in this city, the board of councilmen last even- 
ing adopted a resolution appropriating $10,000 
for the association for ameliorating the condition 
of the poor. 

New Rork, Dec. 20. 

The block of buildings on Broadway, between 
Howard and Grand streets, burnt this morning, 
including the City Assembly Rooms, Christy's 1 
Minstrels Hall, and nume-ous stores, 4c. 

The fire occurred between 4 and 5 o'clock. — I 
It burned McKinstry's carriage factory, Lyons' 
powder depot, Dauscomb's saddlery, formerly 
known as Mitchell's Olympic, and Mix's coach 
factory, and extended through to Crosby street. 
A ball was in progress in the Assembly Rooms j 
when the fire broke out, and one man is known j 
to have been killed, and several others are miss- ! 
ing. 

New York, Dec. 19. 
In the U. S. District Court to-day Simon Heil- 
buth was convicted on the charge of smuggling 
diamonds in the steamship Washington iu Au- 
gust last.
